Boston builders seem to flod no liule 


trouble in rearing that gigantic structure 
known as the Coliseum. Thursday an at- 
tempt was made to raise the Drat of \h< 
wooden trusses which are to support its roof 
But alter it got clear of the ground, excep 
at the end9,it was found that the bases of the 
arch had spread about four feet when the 
weight of the structure began to rest upon 
them, and the energies of the contractors 
have sinca been turned to drawing them to 
gother. After working an hour and lessen- 
ing the spread about eighteen inches, the 
hawser broke with a sharp snap, and the 
immense truss spread again worse than be- 
fore. At night tho feet of the immense arch 
were still slightly spread, aud it had been 
raised only a third way to its perpendicular 
p!ace, being suspended at an angle of about 
thirty degrees.

The dissatisfaction with the present plan 


of operations upon UK: Post office building, 
iu this city, seems to be wide spread. 
The 


building of itasif is a poor concern, by no 
means appropriate for a city of our sizs and 
wealth, and the improvements now contem- 
plated will leave the general appearance 
of the structure an hundred par csn!, worso. 
than it is at present. 
The obstruction of 


any porlion of lhat wide sidewalk, the on- 
ly respectable wn'k on Thames street, is 
especially displeasing to many of our older 
and most influential citizens,who (Seem that 
there is room enough in the rear for all the 
changes and enlargements there is need of 
making. 
Again, this front addition is to 


be but one story high, which will break the 
symmetry aud greatly mar the appearance 
of tho respectable looking front which the 
building now presents. 
There are others 


who consider that that we should be satis- 
fied with nothing short of a new Post Office. 
Government has been lavish with its means 
in other cities, and erected structures which 
are nn ornament to the places and a benefit 
to the country. 
Why should not the same 


thing be done for us ? 
With a population 


of 13,000 and a real estate valuation of 
about $20,000,000, we are compelled to put 
up with a Post Office aud Custom House 
combined,worthless than leu thousand dol- 
lars. Congress has just appropriated two and 
a half millions for the new Post Office In 
Chicago, which will probably cost five mil- 
lions. 
A new office haa lately been com- 


pleted at Portland, Maine, n city of thirty 
thousand inhabitants,at a cost of nearly two 
millions. 
An appropriation of two hun- 


dred thousand dollars is what Fall Elver is 
to have for her now office, ami aoy quanti- 
ty ot other new Post Office buildings are 
being erected in various parts of the coun- 
try at a large expense, 
AVhat is to hinder 


our coming in for our share of the improve- 
ments ? 
Now is your lime, gentlemen.

Many of our citizens are in favor of c all- 


ing a meeting and having the matter thor- 
oughly discussed iu public. 
We acree with 


such an arrangement. 
It Is a matter that 


concerns the people, and there is no better 
way for the people to give it a proper 
consideration than in a public meeting. 
One thing is certain, if we cannot obtain a 
new Post Office we can secure a change in 
the present plan of improvements so that 
they shall be more in accordance with the 
wishes of the public.

that he has labored to the best of bis abili- 
ty for improvements of some kind, but tin* 
agents of the government who have the af- 
fair in charge are the onss responsible lor 
the shape in which these improvements arc 
to be made.
